Unfortunately  her  letter  did  not  arrive  until  after  the 
printing  had  been  completed  and  the  Bulletins  mailed. 
Since  we  feel  that  the  error  is  in  one  of  the  most 
significant  parts  of  the  Minutes,  we  hasten  to  make  the 
correction,  with  apologies  from  the  clerks  and  the 
editor  that  this  occurred.— E.C.R. 

The  Clerk’s  summary  of  the  discussion  on 
membership,  Saturday  morning  session,  con- 
tains the  word  “worries.”  It  should  be  “bar- 
riers.” The  Minute  should  read: 

“We  would  have  a free  fellowship  in  which 
we  are  all  Friends  to  one  another  and  in  which 
there  are  no  barriers— but  just  as  a family  has 
limits  and  can  not  stand  invasion  and  encroach- 
ment from  outside  without  doing  violence  to 
the  children,  so  a Meeting  must  be  a religious 
fellowship  with  limits  and  shared  responsibities. 
In  this  way  its  members  can  be  free  to  be  good 
neighbors  to  all  those  outside  the  Meeting.  To 
exclude  others  from  our  immediate  fellowship 
does  not  exclude  them  from  the  ‘beloved  com- 
munity.’ To  feel  that  some  one  is  not  a member 
of  Meeting  is  not  to  say  that  he  is  inferior  or  of 
less  value,  any  more  than  it  is  to  say  of  the 
people  who  live  next  door  that  they  are  not  part 
of  the  family.  They  are  a different  family— not 
better  or  worse.” 


NEWS  FROM  HERE  AND  THERE 

On  September  7,  Ax  and  Caroline  Nelson  of  the 
Palo  Alto  Meeting,  with  their  children,  Christopher, 
Jeanette  and  Lorraine,  sailed  for  Africa  to  work  with 
the  Meru  people  of  Tanganyika  Territory,  East  Africa. 
Londa  Fletcher  ( 1030  Parkinson,  Palo  Alto,  Calif. ) 
reports  as  follows  in  the  Palo  Alto  Newsletter:  “Ax 
Nelson  has  long  had  a deep  concern  to  help  solve  the 
tragic  problems  of  the  Africans.  He  is  now  able  to  act 
on  this  concern  through  an  invitation  from  the  Meru 
tribe  of  north  east  Tanganyika,  close  to  Mr.  Meru  and 
Mr.  Kilimanjaru,  19,890  feet  high.  Although  we  hoped 
to  collect  for  them  considerably  more,  we  ( the  Meet- 
ing) did  achieve  the  sum  of  $555.55,  which  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Meru  Citizens  Development  Fund,  Ax’s 
trustees  in  San  Jose.  Ax  expects  to  use  our  donation  to 
help  start  a Meru  school.  The  Mcrus  will  provide 
lumber  and  labor;  Ax  will  supervise  construction  in  ad- 
dition to  his  regular  job  as  manager  of  the  Meru  Coffee 
Company.  And  I can  see  Caroline  teaching  classes  that 
will  include  her  three. 

“This  modest  beginning  is  sure  to  develop  into 
projects  yet  unforeseen  as  Ax’s  children  grow  and  as 

the  Merus  experience  new  values  in  communitv  living.”

FAMILY  CAMPS 

Family  camps,  last  summer,  continued  to  be 
sources  of  pleasure  and  inspiration  to  Friends  and 
friends  of  Friends  in  our  area.  Of  the  A.F.S.C.  camp 
in  the  San  Bernadino  Mountains,  Charles  Perlee  re- 
marks: “The  most  that  we  received  from  Family  Camp 
was  a closeness  to  God  and  the  desire  to  get  along  with 
other  people  and  to  find  the  way  to  peace  without 
war.  There  were  27  families,”  he  continues,  “the  most 
wonderful  people  I have  ever  met.  Not  all  were  Quak- 
ers, but  all  the  adults  were  earnestly  interested  in  seek- 
ing the  solutions  to  world  problems  and  in  solving  their 
own  family  jiroblems.  The  atmosphere  was  entirely 
relaxed,  the  discussions  stimulating,  with  the  result  that 
I am  sure  everybody  went  home  inspired  to  make  his 
life  more  valuable  to  the  world.” 

A more  intimate  picture  is  given  by  Frank  Du- 
Bois’  comments  on  the  Northwest  Camp,  sponsored  by

Two  dramas 
written  and  acted  by  local  talent  fascinated  the  group.

small  girls  as  they  walked  around  camp  singing  songs 
from  the  campfire  of  the  pre\4ous  dusk.”
